‘ SCHOOL REPORT. 


REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT KNOWLTON. 


To THE SCHOOL BOARD AND CITIZENS OF MADISON: 
Mrs. Chairman and Gentlemen,— 


I have the honor and privilege to submit to you my 
second annual report of the Madison public schools for + 
the year 1913, it being the fifth in the series of such 
reports. 

During the year much the same policy has been 
followed as in the preceding year. The rank and card 
system has been continued with satisfaction to all con- 
cerned. | 

The teachers keep a plan book which shows the 
work of each class for every day of the school year. 
This gives an opportunity for the superintendent to see 
just what progress has been made and the topics taken 
by the several divisions without interruption of the class 
work. In this plan book the teacher sets a standard for 
herself and class which they all strive to maintain. 

The subjects of reading and arithmetic have been 
stressed during the year. We have tried to teach in- 
telligent reading instead of mere calling of words and to 
make the work of arithmetic function in life problems. 

The results have not been all that I had hoped to see. 

The Mason school, so called, was opened last spring 
with an attendance of twelve pupils. During this term 
of thirteen weeks, the school maintained an average 
daily attendance of 11.19 and a percent. of attendance of 
98.5. Nine of the pupils had a perfect record. During 
the fall term, there were registered twelve, average 
membership, 11.15, with a percent. of attendance of 96.86. 
Only two had a perfect record. 

In all of the schools, the State Program of Studies has 
been followed. We have combined some classes such 
as reading, geography, language, etc., when such action 
would not interfere with the progress of the pupils, in 
order to reduce the number of daily recitations. 

We have introduced, which has not been consist- 
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ently carried out in all cases, a period for individual 
assistance. Nota period in which the pupil desires assist- 
ance, but one in which the teacher knows that he needs 
aid to remove difficulties that prevent his understanding 
the work under consideration. The difficulty may be 
far hack of the day’s topic. It may take several of these 
periods for a pupil to get on to his feet. This he will 
finally do if the work is not beyond his ability. If the 
class as a whole is found deficient, one or more lessons 
are taken to clear up the matter. ‘This is not a putting 
back of the class but an effort to get a foundation on 
which to build. The individuals with different difficul- 
ties cannot be treated in the class so need the special 
period for this purpose. Some times the teachers have 
done this work after school. This has a tendency to 
keep the class together so that a new task may be at- 
tacked with a solid front. We emphasize the work with 
the individual rather than with the mass. 

Flags have been purchased for the Corner and 
Mason schools. The teacher and pupils have purchased 
a beautiful clock and a set of music books at the Corner 
school. The money was earned by giving a school en- 
tertainment. The schools united in a Christmas enter- 
tainment at the Corner. 

Owing to the geographical location of the school 
houses, it has not seemed advisable to try to hold 
teachers’ meetings. Instead, I have gone over the work 
and needs of each school with the teacher on my visit, 
offering suggestions, making plans for future progress 
and testing out results. To better accomplish the above, 
I have made fewer but longer visits. This gives oppor- 
tunity to see more of the school work. 

My time has been divided as follows: 9/15 to Con- 
way and 2/15 to Madison, Bartlett Town and Bartlett 
Special District, respectively. I have attended three 
county teachers’ conventions, taking part in two, State 
Teachers’ Association, New England Association of 
School Superintendents, two school board conferences 
and a three days’ institute for superintendents. I also 
took three courses in education at Dartmouth College 
summer school. My reading during the year has been 
such as to keep me abreast of the times in educational 
circles, consisting of educational papers and professional 
books. 
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TEACHERS. 


Mrs. Ethel M. Lane taught the Silver Lake school 
for the winter and spring terms and Marjorie ‘1 wombly, 
the fall term; Margaret S. Hunter taught the Corner 
school for the spring term, Margaret M. Stevens, the 
winter term, and Minora Tuttle, the fall term; Miss L. 
Bessie Parker, the Nickerson school, and Mrs. Lena &. 
Herrick, the Mason school. All those now teaching have 
had normal training. ‘This gives the town $2 per week 
for each teacher as State aid for securing approved 
trained teachers. 

It is desirable to retain the services of the same 
teacher for a long period when possible, if the work is 
satisfactory, for by so doing better results will be ob- 
tained. 

The children in the Quarry school, so called, are 
attending school at Conway. 


BOOKS AND SUPPLIES. 


The regular supplies of books, paper, pencils, etc., 
required to be furnished by State law, some supplemen- 
tary reading, and a few individual dictionaries have been 
purchased. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION. 


There was passed at the last legislature a law per- 
mitting towns to authorize the School Boards to have 
medical inspection in their schools. If a town instructs 
the School Board to employ a physician as required, 
they may instruct the Board to pay cost of same from the 
school funds or they may raise a special amount for the 
purpose. ‘The latter seems the better way. 


ADMISSION OF PUPILS. 


The School Board adopted the following regulation : 

Pupils shall be regularly admitted to the first grade 
during the first three weeks of the school year only, it 
being understood that any child of six years of age or 
who shall attain that age during the calendar year is 
eligible for admission. 

Note :—The school year begins with the fall term 
and ends with the close of the spring term. 


NEEDED REPAIRS. 
The Silver Lake school house ought to be repaired. 
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The outbuildings are not suitable as they now are, the 
floor is in bad condition, the lighting is bad, the black- 
boards are hardly usable, no means of ventilation except 
by doors and windows and the wood house is not large 
enough to hold all of the wood. The means of heating 
is such that a part of the room is torrid while other parts 
are frigid. The heating may be easily remedied by 
means of an iron jacket for the stove. Along with the 
jacket, at a small additional expense, may be added a 
ventilating system. By means of a jacket for the stove, 
a foul air shaft and a hole under the stove for fresh air, 
the room may be equally heated and ventilated at the 
same time. ‘This arrangement should be put into all of 
the schools. We owe this to the children. 

If repairs are made to the buildings, they should be 
of such a nature that when they are completed there will 
remain a modern rural school building with proper heat- 
ing, ventilation, lighting, and toilet arrangements. The 
toilets should be so arranged as to be entered only from 
the school room and under absolute control of theteacher. 

I shall be glad to offer suggestions and plans for 
remodeling toward modernizing one of our school build- 
ings. 


CONCLUSION. 


We would like to have parents visit our schools 
often to see what we are trying to do and co-operate with 
us for greater advancement in our schools. In union 
there is strength. If we all pull or push in the same 
direction results are sure to follow. 

We wish to thank all those who have assisted in any 
way to better the conditions of our schools and to ask 
further co-operation that we may see more rapid changes 
in the future. 

We would like to see the coming year medical in- 
spection, equalized heating and ventilation of the school 
buildings, some repairs made toward modernization, 
more systematic work done in drawing, the introduction 
of music and a decided gain in the efficiency of the regu- 
lar branches in our curriculum.
